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EDWARD ROSSITER, HIS FAMILY, AND NOTES ON 
HIS ENGLISH CONNECTIONS

Edward Rossiter, of Combe St. Nicholas, Somersetshire, gentle- 
man, was one of the most distinguished members of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Company. His name is first mentioned in connection 
with America in 1629 when he was elected one of eighteen 
magistrates (they were styled ‘‘ Assistants’’) to aid the newly 
elected Governor, Winthrop, in ruling his large domain. Rossiter 
is one of the few known stockholders of the Massachusetts Bay 
Company to have settled in America; he is one of two assistants 
to have come from the west-country. Yet despite the prominence 
of Edward Rossiter and despite the fact that a large number of 
Americans are descended from him, very little has been written 
about this man and about his family. This is owing partly to the 
fact that certain early records in the town which he settled have 
been burned, partly because the parish records of Combe St. 
Nicholas before 1678 are lost, and partly because he died the 
year he came over, and no record of a will or distribution of the 
large estate he reputedly died possessed of has turned up. The 
writer has assembled a few notes relative to his interesting 
eareer, to his family, and to his English connections, and it is 
hoped that this article may serve as a stimulus toward a more 
thorough search of the English records and toward a genealogy 
of his American descendants. 

Herewith are a few abstracts of the English records relative 
to the Rossiters :

Given 2 Feb. 1664. (New England Register Vol. 81 p. 122 

Power of attorney given Feb. 2, 1664 by George Betty of Combe St. 
Nicholas in the county of Somerset, to Humphrey Pinny of Windsor in 
the Colony of Conn., over the estate of Betty’s children John and Elinor. 
Signed, sealed, and delivered unto Hugh Rossiter, for the use of Humphrey 
Pinney. . . (Note: Humphrey Pinney came to New England in the 
‘*Mary and John’’ with Edward Rossiter. Bryan Rossiter resided for a 
time at Windsor). 


During the five years after Mr. Rossiter’s decease, 1630-35, the 
names of three Rossiters appear in the Dorchester (Mass.) 
records. One Bryan Rossiter became a freeman 18 May 1631, 
and he has been identified as a son. Secondly, there is constant 
reference to one ‘‘Mr. Rossiter’’ who seem§ to have possessed a 
huge tract on the outskirts of Dorchester. It has been ingeniously 
supposed that he was an eldest son who inherited his father’s 
property but returned to England, and in the light of facts 
now available this is quite possible. Finally, one Hugh Rossiter 
appears in the records, first in Dorchester, later in Taunton, but 
his name disappears from American records sometime before 
1643. Savage, in his ‘‘Genealogical Dictionary,’’ cautiously 
asserted he was probably not son of Edward, and this statement 
has somehow prevented anyone from attempting to make any 
analysis of their relationship whatever. In fact, the identity 
of Hugh Rossiter has been a puzzle to genealogists for over a 
century. 


(a) A study of the Frye family may lead to further clues in determining the Rossiter 
ancestry. According to the Visitations of Devon, a John Frye married a Rossiter. The 
above John Fryes were brothers being styled John Frye, the elder, and John Frye, Junior, 


respectively.

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Only once, in colonial New England, did Rossiters come to 
settle ; indeed, all known Rossiter comeovers appeared about the 
same time in the same town of Dorchester. Certainly it would 
be a most curious coincidence if these Rossiters were not closely 
related ; interestingly enough, the first mention of Hugh in New 
England records shows him acquiring land adjoining a Rossiter: 


10 Feb. 1634-35. ‘‘It is granted unto Hugh Rossiter and Richard 
Rocket to have each of them 8 acres of land on the west side of 
the brooke adjoining to Mr. Rosciters ground, as farr forth as the 
Plantation hath any right to dispose of it.’’ 

—New England Register, Vol. XXI, p. 330. 


On the face of it there is strong presumptive evidence that Hugh 
was related to Bryan and Edward. It is more than of passing 
interest then when we find John Frye, the elder, of Combe St. 
Nicholas, referring in his will dated 13 Jan. 1618-19 to ‘‘ Hughe, 
son of Edw. Rosciter.’’ There seems little doubt that Hugh, 
son of Edward, is identical with the Hugh who appeared in 
Dorchester records some sixteen years later. 

3efore discussing the apparent objections of Savage, I would 
like to consider a statement that has been made and repeated in 
publication after publication for generations until now it has 
been accepted by genealogists as undisputed fact, yet it is not 
based on the slightest thread of evidence, so far as this writer 
has been able to ascertain. I am referring to the assertion con- 
stantly repeated that Hugh was the father of Jane (Rossiter) 
Gilbert. The earliest published statement to this effect appears 
in a footnote in Baylie’s History of New Plymouth, 1830. 
Farmer’s Genealogical Dictionary—excellent for its times—came 
out the preceding year, and though Edward and Bryan were 
both discussed, no mention was made of Hugh. Baylie seems to 
have based his assertion upon the single fact that both Hugh 
and Jane appeared in the Taunton records. Joane Rossiter 
(daughter of Edward) who married Nicholas Hart undoubtedly 
also lived at Taunton, as her husband made his residence there 
before he removed to Rhode Island. If Baylie had known this 
fact why wouldn’t he have made this Joane a daughter of Hugh? 
At this early period in genealogical research, many guesses were 
made about the early Rossiters that were not based on actual 
fact and have long since been disproved, e.g., that Edward was 
of Devonshire, that he had six or seven sons, that Hugh was the 
ancestor of the Connecticut Rossiters, and so forth. Genealogists 
have discarded most of these guesses, but the assertion that Jane 
was a daughter of Hugh has still been accepted. While there is

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still a possibility that it may be true, it has never been proved 
in a recognized genealogical journal, and the known facts cer- 
tainly make the statement questionable. 

It is known that Hugh received land in Dorchester in 1635, 
that he is mentioned in the Taunton records in 1637-38 when 
he became one of the original purchasers of the town, that he 
certainly was not in the town in 1643 when the military list was 
prepared and the name never appears in American records 
subsequent to about 1638. To have been the father of a girl born 
ca. 1614 (see below), Hugh must have been aged about 45-50 in 
1638, while there is every indication both in English and 
American records that he would be a young man at this time. 
Savage apparently objected to a relationship with Edward (1) 
because Hugh seems to have been too old, as the father of Jane, 
to be the son of Edward, (2) because Hugh seems never to have 
been dignified with the title of ‘‘Mr.’’ as Edward had always 
been, and (3) because his comparatively minute land holdings 
appear to place him in a much lower social status. Hugh may 
be the father of Jane, but in the light of known facts, it seems 
very doubtful. It is almost indisputable that Hugh and Edward 
are related, regardless of the relationship of Jane, and there is 
nothing to suggest they were brothers. In considering the 
second possible objection, we must remember that the title ‘‘Mr.”’ 
was given sparingly enough in the early colonial period, and as 
a younger son of Edward, he probably would not be thus referred 
to. Certainly Bryan’s name appears often in the earlier records 
simply as ‘‘Bray Rossiter.’’ Thirdly, although Mrs. Joane 
Hart received as much as 500 acres of land from the Mass. 
Government in the right of her father, Mr. Edward Rossiter, 
we must not lose sight of the fact that one ‘‘Mr.’’ Rossiter had 
a grant from the town of Dorchester’ of only 6 acres in 1631. 
This was probably Bryan who became a freeman of the town 
in the early part of that year. 

If it is a matter of guessing the identity of Jane (Rossiter) 
Gilbert it might be just as well assumed that Jane who married 
Thomas Gilbert in 1639 was the young widow of Hugh. Jane 
was born ca. 1614 and on 23 March 1639/40, was aged about 26, 
a rather late age for a girl of that period to enter. her first 
matrimonial adventure, when marriages for women at this period 
seem to have been almost regularly at about 18 to 20. Yet even 
this proposed solution does not exhaust all possibilities. The 
point to be emphasized is that the parentage of Jane (Rossiter) 
Gilbert has not been positively ascertained. 

Bearing the above discussion in mind, let us try to reconstruct 
the early history of the Rossiter family.

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The name Rossiter, usually spelled Rosseter, is most uncommon 
in west-country records. In the Visitation of Somerset,* however, 
there is a short record of one John Rossiter of Crewkerne who 
married Agnes, daughter of John Foster, and had a son John 
who was of ‘‘Old Cleve’’ in 1631. The arms of the family are 
given aS: ARGENT ON A CHEVRON GULES THREE PHEONS OR. In 
Lincolnshire on the opposite coast of England the family seems 
to have sprung into one of considerable size. In Maddison’s 
‘*Lincolnshire Pedigrees’’ (p. 831) there is a detailed account of 
the family of Rosseter of Aslackby and it is interesting to note 
that the pedigree is headed by one Richard Rosseter of Coome, co. 
Somerset, who married dau. of Hartgill, sister of Hartgill mur- 
dered by Charles, 8th Lord Stourton, 1555-56. The arms therein 
given are but slightly varied from the above, being ARGENT, ON A 
CHEVRON GULES THREE PHEONS OF THE FIELD. 

The predecessors of our Edward of Combe St. Nicholas are 
still undeterminable, though it is not improbable that there is 
some connection of Edward and the Richard mentioned in Maddi- 
son as being of ‘‘Coombe, co. Somerset.’’’ Edward’s® birth can 
be tentatively set at ca. 1585 (this approximation fits in well with 
the known facts and is five years earlier than the baptism of his 
close associate Roger Ludlow). The name of his wife is still 
unknown, though perhaps suggested by the above abstracts. His 
name first appears in English records in 1610-11 when he signs, 
along with others of Combe St. Nicholas, a petition in behalf 
of a poor and aged couple Richard and Ursula Stockman." John 
Frye, Junior, a close associate and friend, also signs the petition. 
From the various references to his name, it is apparent that he 
was a man of wealth and influence in his parish. He was deeply 
religious and took an enthusiastic part in the project of colonizing 
America. He sold his property at Combe (at least in part) to 
John Frye, Junior, and became one of the original stockholders of 
the Massachusetts Bay Company. On 20 Oct. 1629 he was chosen 
an assistant for the Company. That year he seems to have been 
an influential leader among the small group of west-country folk 
who were gathered at Plymouth, preparatory for the long trip 
across the ocean. To defray the expenses both for food while 
at Plymouth and for the cost of transporting people, freight, and 
goods from Plymouth to America, Rossiter borrowed heavily 
from the Rev. John White, of Dorchester, Dorset, the leading 
spirit back of the migration. The total account was £106.09.09

Rosseter’s Exeeutors’’ to the Rev. John White after Rossiter’s 
death. Among the charges against Rossiter, we find an item of 
£47.13.04 for the ‘‘passage of 13 persons att 3! 13° 4% each 
person.’’ 

The group of Pilgrims left Plymouth in the Mary and John 
20 March 1630 and arrived on the New England coast a fort- 
night before the Winthrop fleet. Most of the passengers, Rossiter 
and his family among them, settled at a place on the coast which 
a few months later received the name of Dorchester. Rossiter 
has the distinction of being one of the nine present at the first 
meeting of the court in New England, 23 Aug. 1630. He 
attended two subsequent meetings of the court, but on 23 Oct. 
1630 there appears the terse note in Governor Winthrop’s 
‘‘Journal’’: ‘‘Mr. Rossiter, one of the assistants died.’’) But 
Thomas Dudley, then Deputy-Governor, wrote rather feelingly 
to the Countess of Lincoln :** ‘‘Within a month after died Mr. 
Rossiter, another of the assistants, a godly man and of good 
estate, which still weakened us more.’’™ An English grandson 
of Edward Rossiter refers to him years later as ‘‘a pious gentle- 
man of good estate who left England for the sake of religion.’’" 
Here is an example of a wealthy Englishman, of undoubted 
gentry extraction, who came to America for religious freedom 
but died before he could earry out his ideals. 

The children of Mr. Edward Rossiter, as far as known, with 
proof of parentage, are as follows: 

I, NicHOoLas, b. prob. ca. 1608. Probably eldest son; as far as known 
did not come to America; mentioned as ‘‘Mr.’’ Nich: Rossiter 
son of Edward in the accounts of the Rev. John White of Dor- 
chester, Dorset, in 1630, Edward (grandson of the first Edward) 
who was deacon of the dissenting church at Taunton, Somerset, 
in 1682° may have been his son. 

II. Bryan (alias Bray), b. prob. ca. 1610. He was admitted freeman 
at Dorchester, 18 May 1631. Parentage indicated when his son- 
in-law John Cotton in 1685 petitions the Mass. Court in behalf 
of Joane, dau. of Edward Rossiter. Bryan, a noted Connecticut 
physician, d. at Guilford, Conn., 30 Sept. 1672. He m. Elizabeth 
dan. of the Rev. John Alson of Crewkerne, Somerset.P She 4d. 
at Guilford, 29 Aug. 1669. Issue.

1691, being 75 years of age. (Plymouth Church Records, Vol. 1, 
p- 271.) Issue.

THE CLARK AND COOPER FAMILIES OF HINGHAM, 
ENGLAND

In The American Genealogist, vol. 12, pages 132-134, evidence 
was presented that Mary Clark, wife of Edward' Gilman, and 
Rebecea Clark, wife of Joseph! Peck, were sisters. It is believed. 
but not proved, that Margaret Clark and Jane Clark, who were 
married at Hingham, England, were sisters of Mary and Rebeeca, 
and that all four were daughters of John and Elizabeth Clark, 
mentioned in the Hingham parish records. The Clark items in 
the parish register between 1600 and 1645 are as follows:

Anthony Cooper, Edward Gilman and Joseph Peck emigrated 
to New England and were among the early settlers of Hingham, 
Mass. Robert Kirbye, his wife, and children, probably lived 
and died in England. 

From Daniel Cushing’s valuable record we learn that Mr.

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Anthony Cooper came in 1635 with his wife and four sons and 
daughters and four servants [New England Historical and Gene- 
alogical Register, vol. 15, page 25]. Edward Gilman and Joseph 
Peck came in 1638, as did also Thomas Cooper, perhaps a relative 
of Anthony Cooper. Thomas Cooper came with his wife and two 
children and two other persons, namely, John Tufts and Robert 
Skouling. After residing at Hingham, Mass., for some time, 
Thomas Cooper removed to Rehoboth, Mass., where he became 
a prominent citizen.

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The above records prove that Anthony Cooper had three 
children by his first wife, and suggest that he removed to some 
other parish after her death, returning to Hingham with his 
second wife before his daughter Deborah was born. As previ- 
ously stated, he came to New England in 1635. He died before 
Feb. 26, 1635 [1635/6], when the inventory of his estate, amount- 
ing to £580.5s.10d., was taken. This was a large estate at that 
time. His name appears as Anthony Coop in Suffolk County 
probate records. From the records of the Suffolk County Court, 
it appears that he left a widow Frances. There was a law-suit 
over the settlement of Anthony’s estate [see Publications of the 
Colonial Society of Massachusetts, vol. 29, pp. 118, 158, 211]. 

Anthony’s daughter Deborah, baptized in England Apr. 11, 
1634, married Timothy Pratt, Nov. 9, 1659, in Boston, Mass. 
Josiah Cooper, her brother, died in 1678. He called Timothy 
Pratt ‘‘brother’’ in his will. Sarah Cooper, who married William 
Woodeock in October, 1648, at Hingham, Mass., was probably 
Anthony’s daughter. Rebecca Cooper, who died at Boston in 
December, 1643, according to Rev. Peter Hobart’s diary, is 
believed to have been another daughter of Anthony. Evidence 
will be given to show that this Rebecca was not Thomas Cooper’s 
daughter. 

From the parish records of Hingham, England, we have 
learned that the Thomas Cooper who came to New England was 
called Thomas, the grocer, and that his wife’s name was Rachel. 
In the writer’s opinion, he was the Thomas Cowper, son of 
Thomas, baptized Jan. 29, 1603/4, at Hingham, England. If 
this theory is correct, he had brothers John and Nathaniel and 
sisters Rebecca and Ann. Thomas of Hingham, Mass., had a 
son Nathaniel, a fact which helps to confirm the above theory. 
Thomas, son of Robert, appears to have been the Thomas known 
as ‘‘the cooper.’’ Further investigations of English records are 
needed to seeure record proof of the Cooper line. 

Joseph Peck’s wife, Rebecca Clark, was buried Oct. 24, 1637, 
in Hingham, England, but he came to New England in 1638 with 
his second wife. Joseph Peck in his will called Thomas Cooper 
‘*brother.’’ It has not been learned whether Joseph Peck’s 
second wife was one of the sisters of Thomas Cooper or a sister 
of Cooper’s wife Rachel. 

Cushing’s record states that Thomas Cooper brought two chil- 
dren with him. They must have been Thomas, jr., and Eliza- 
beth, beth of whom were baptized in England, and married in 
New. England. If Cushing’s record is correct, the daughter 
Deborah baptized Dec. 9, 1635, must have died young. Thomas 
had a daughter Rebecca baptized May 24, 1640, at Hingham, 
Mass. She did not die young, as has been stated, but married 
Richard Whitaker of Rehoboth in November, 1659. She is called 
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Bathsheba in printed vital records, but other records indicate 
that her name was Rebecca. 

No record of the death of Rachel, first wife of Thomas Cooper, 
has been found by the writer. He married second, Oct. 17, 1656, 
Ann, widow of Zaccheus Bosworth, of Boston. She was buried 
Feb. 1, 1680, at Rehoboth. Deacon Thomas Cooper was buried 
there March 17, 1690. 


THE FAMILY OF REV. NATHANIEL BREWSTER

V. Descendants of Rev. Nathaniel Brewster 


It must be presumed that Nathaniel Brewster had but the 
three surviving sons named in his will. His daughters had 
doubtless been ‘‘portioned’’ at marriage, and the identity of but 
one—Abigail—is proved by the will. The Thompson account 
supposed Hannah to be the only daughter. The Roe account 
named but two daughters, Dinah and Deborah, of whom the 
former is confirmed by Brookhaven Town Records. Some printed 
accounts, based probably on family traditions, mention another 
daughter, Sarah. Without in any way impugning the truth of 
traditional accounts, it is deemed advisable to distinguish 
between those children who are proved by contemporary record, 
and those whose place in the family depends on late record or 
on tradition. It is extremely probable that there wert more 
daughters than the meagre contemporary records prove. 

By the first wife, daughter of John Reymes, Nathaniel cer- 
tainly had the following children: 

1. John, named after his maternal grandfather. He is called 
‘*eldest son’’ in Nathaniel’s will. No record of him appears in 
Brookhaven, and he was probably left with relatives of his 
mother when the Brewsters returned to New England. His 
father’s will provides that if John ‘‘be deceased or shall not 
otherwise dispose’’ of the land given him ‘‘within seven years 
it shall return to and be equally divided between my sons Tim- 
othy and Daniel.’’ When Timothy gave his confirmation deed 
to the New Haven property of his grandfather Francis after 
1700, he evidently acted as the eldest son of the eldest son of 
Francis. John had either died without male issue, or else had 
faded out of the picture. There is nothing to indicate that he 
ean be identified with any John Brewster on this side of the 
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Atlantic, though men of that name appear in records of New 
Hampshire and New Jersey. 

2. Abigail, not unlikely the first child of Nathaniel. Her 
two children are called grandchildren in her father’s will, thus 
proving her identity. In the first volume of Stamford Town 
Records, at the top of page 113. the marriage of ‘‘Danill Bur’’ 
to ‘‘Abigall bruster’’ is entered as occurring Feb. 166[ ], the 
final figure being missing from the worn margin of the page.* 
The next entry is a marriage on 21 Feb. 1669, and then follow 
four in 1670. Abigail’s first child was born 30 July 1670, so it 
is likely that the date of marriage was Feb. 1668/9. Abigail 
died before 11 Dee. 1678, when her husband remarried. 

Conceding the accuracy of Smith family records or traditions, 
that Sarah was a daughter of Nathaniel Brewster, it Would seem 
necessary, from the dates of birth of her own children, to sup- 
pose her to be a daughter by the first (Reymes) wife: 

3. Sarah, born probably not later than 1656, is stated to have 
been the wife of Jonathan Smith, son of Richard Smith of 
Smithtown, L. I. The dates of birth assigned to her children 
are 1674 for Deborah and 1676 for Jonathan Jr. Jonathan son 
of M* Jonathan Smith of Long Island was baptized at Wood- 
bury, Conn., 24 Mar. 1677/8.+ This agrees rather well with the 
date of birth usually given for Jonathan Jr., which may have 
been based on a statement of his age at death, but 1677 is a more 
likely date for his birth, or the beginning of 1678, for a min- 
ister’s daughter would have been apt to have her children bap- 
tized in early infancy. 

We come next to the two proved sons of Nathaniel, of whom 
Daniel, the younger, born in 1662, is a proved son of Nathaniel’s 
second wife, Sarah, as later children must also have been. Quite 
probably, Timothy was the first child by Sarah. 

4. Timothy, born perhaps about 1660. 

5. Daniel, baptized at Alby, Norfolk, 31 Oct. 1662, as son of 
Nathaniel and Sarah. 

We next place the two daughters named by Mrs. Roe: 

6. Deborah, not proved by contemporary records. 

7. Dinah, proved by her recorded marriage, at Brookhaven, 
6 Apr. 1685, to Joseph Tooker. Dinah may have been born about 
1666, if nineteen at marriage. 

Another child, by very old tradition, but not proved by econ- 
temporary records, was: 

8. Hannah, whose date of birth as stated in Thompson’s His- 
tory, second and third editions, 19 May 1679, is much too late. 
Indeed, as pointed out in our first chapter, it is an impossible 
date if she married John Muncey for her first husband. She

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could have been born about 1668-9. She was claimed as great- 
grandmother by the historian Thompson, who stated her second 
husband as Samuel Thompson of Brookhaven. 

For the benefit of the many descendants, we append a brief 
résumé of Nathaniel Brewster’s immediate descendants. For 
some of this material, we are indebted to the manuscript com- 
piled by Mrs. May L. Sullivan of San Francisco, Calif., to be 
seen in the New York Public Library. On some branches, the 
present compiler has added considerable data. We cannot vouch 
for the accuracy of all the data set forth, but include it as a help 
and guide to future historians of the Brewster family, and to 
make it more readily accessible. A great deal more, on later 
generations, may be seen in the Sullivan manuscript book. Mrs. 
Sullivan tried earnestly to make out a case for the descent of 
Rev. Nathaniel from the Mayflower family, a theory which must 
now be definitely abandoned ; but her labor in collecting Brewster 
data merits not only this acknowledgment, but the thanks of all 
descendants.* We are greatly indebted to Mr. Leroy Smith, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., for additional data and corrections.

Mr. Leroy Smith calls attention to the inscription on a stone 
at Middle Island: ‘‘In Memory of Mr. Daniel Brewster who died 
June 15th 1748 in the 61st year of his Age.’’ This does not fit 
any Daniel that we know of, and a Daniel born 1687-8 seems 
almost impossible to place in this family unless he was eldest 
son of Timothy’. This problem admits more readily of solution 
if the inscription is incorrect; Mr. Smith vouches for the aceu- 
racy of the reading. John* Brewster, son of Daniel’, stated that 
his father lived to be 80 years old (Adams’ Diary). If Daniel" 
died 15 June 1748 in his 81st year, the record would agree both 
with the baptismal record and the son’s statement, but it necessi- 
tates postulating two mistakes on the part of the stone-cutter. 
If a single mistake was made on the stone, and if Daniel* died 
15 June 1748 in his 81st year, then the Daniel baptized 31 Oct. 
1662 died young, and there was a second Daniel born about 
1668. Sinee Daniel’s first child was born 1694, he need not of 
course have been born as early as 1662.

Mrs. Sullivan stated that John* Brewster married Charity 
Goldsmith, and that Benjamin* Brewster married Mehitabel 
Biggs. We are indebted to Mr. Leroy Smith of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
for the following abstract of an original deed found with others 
in a chest in the old homestead of his family. ‘‘ Benjamin 
Brewster and Sarah his wife, John Brewster and Charity his 
wife, James Tuthill and Mary his wife, together with Ann Biggs 
Relique of [blank] Biggs Deceased all of the Township of Brook- 
haven [ete.] for and in Consideration of Eight Pounds Current 
money... .tothemin hand... . by Daniel Biggs of the 
same Town County and Provence aforesaid Yeoman ... . 
Have Given and Granted by these presents . . . . One Certain 
Lott of Land Lying and being in the said Town of Brookhaven 
a: aes aaa being the fifth Lott in that Division Drawn on the 
right of Thomas Biggs Jun" In Testemoney whereof the said 
Benjamin Brewster, John Brewster, and James Tuthill by and 
with the Conset of their wives and mother Ann Biggs before 
mentioned Have all hereunto Set their Hands and fixed their 
Seals the fourth Day of May in the Year of our Lord One 
thousand and Seven hundred and fourty three.’’ 

This deed seems to fix the identity of the wives of John and 
Benjamin Brewster. Benjamin’s will bequeaths land drawn on 
the right of Thomas Biggs, Jr.; and it is apparent that his wife 
Mehitabel was a second wife, since he gives her nothing but the 
right to live in his house during her widowhood.

Joseph Tooker, son of Capt. John and Sarah, born probably 
at Brookhaven, N. Y., about 1655, was freeholder of that town- 
ship, 31 May 1695, one of those who, as a Trustee and freeholder, 
guaranteed payment of a salary to Rev. George Phillips, pro- 
vided the latter would come to Brookhaven. He is probably the 
one designated as Ensign Tooker in company with others, 25 
May 1696. He was Constable, 29 Apr. 1689, and President of 
the Board of Trustees of the Village in 1697. He died probably 
shortly after 1709. He married at Brookhaven, 6 Apr. 1685, 
Dinah Brewster, who presumably was mother of his children:

Calkins’ History of New London (page 349) gives some 
account of Thomas Williams of New London who died 24 Sept. 
1705 aged about 61, leaving widow Joanna, six sons, and five 
daughters. The widow Joanna married second, Samuel? Rogers, 
son of James', and died 28 Sept. 1744. Joshua Hempstead’s 
Diary (page 432) under that date records: ‘‘old Mrs. Rogers 
(alias Williams) aged 90 odd Died at Samll Sticklands. Stick- 
lands wife was her Daughter. her first husband was Thos 
Williams the first & her Second was Samll Rogers the first.’’ 

Thomas Williams, Jr., was thrice married, and printed sources 
are unreliable as to his children. J. 8. Rogers in the Rogers 
genealogy (1902) states (page 58) that Thomas Williams, Jr., 
born about 1679, married first, 18 Feb. 1712, Sarah Rogers, 
daughter of Joseph? and Sarah ( ) Rogers, by whom he had 
one daughter, Ruth, born 12 Sept. 1712, married 7 Jan. 1729, 
Joseph Huntley of Lyme; that he was divorced and married 
second, in 1717, a divorced woman, Sarah Babeock, who died in 
1725, by whom he had four daughters (unnamed) ; and that he 
married third, Mary Driskall, by whom he had no issue. 

Baker’s History of Montville (pages 459-460) states that he 
married first, 9 Aug. 1712, Sarah Rogers, daughter of Joseph, 
who died in 1728; that he was divorced and married second, in 
1717, Sarah Babeock, who died in 1725; and that he may have 
married again; and it correctly states that he died in 1763. It 
gives him the daughter Ruth by the first wife, and lists the 
children by the second wife thus: 


Anna, b. about 1718; m. Jethro Smith. 
Johanna, b. about 1720; m. Joshua Bolles. 
Lucy, b. about 1722; m. Ebenezer Williams. 
Jonathan, m. Hannah Williams. 


This account is at least half wrong. New London First 
Church Records, as printed in Bailey’s Early Connecticut Mar- 
riages give (vol. 2, p. 8) the marriage of Thomas Williams to 
Sarah Rogers on 12 Dee. 1711. Her parentage is proved by a 
deed in 1712 from Thomas Williams and his wife Sarah convey- 
ing to Joseph Rogers her share of her father Joseph Rogers’ 
estate [Land Ree. New London, 6-272]. Hempstead (page 215) 
records her death on 21 Nov. 1729, ‘‘Sarah Williams alies 
Rogers died,’’ and her burial the following day. 

Hempstead’s Diary (page 78) proves that the second marriage 
was subsequent to 3 Aug. 1718, for on that day he entered, 
‘‘Thos Williams & Sarah Babcock publisht his wife & her hus- 
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band both living.’’ Hempstead also tells us (page 155) her date 
of death, 13 Mar. 1725: ‘‘Sarah Williams (alias Babcock) Thos 
Williams 2d wife Died.’’ 

Again to quote Bailey (vol. 2, p. 12), Thomas Williams and 
Mary Driskil were married at the First Church, New London, 
16 Sept. 1725. 

Now for the children. In New London Vital Records, vol. 2, 
p. 117, is the entry of birth of Ruth daughter of Thomas 
Williams on 20 Sept. 1712, signed by Thomas Williams (his 
mark, T), witnessed by George Williams and Richard Burch. 
The entry was made among later records, evidently some years 
after the child’s birth, which explains the father’s certification 
of the record. In vol. 2, p. 37, is the record of marriage of 
Joseph Huntley to a Ruth Williams on 7 Jan. 1728/9. The 
marriage is entered also in the First Church records, which call 
Huntley of Lyme [Bailey, 2-14}. 

Settlement of the estate of Thomas Williams is found in New 
London Probate Records, File No. 5771. On 8 Nov. 1763, Anne 
Smith gave bond as Administratrix, with John Jenkins as 
surety. A mutual agreement of heirs was made 8 Dee. 1763: 
‘*Anne Smith of New London Widdow, & Daughter of Thomas 


Williams late of New London Dec* was admitted ...... to 
administer on the Estate of said Dee’ ...... we the Sub- 


seribers being all the Children and Coheirs of s* Deec* have 
mutually agreed’’ [ete.].

Merey Dodge (her mark) 


Be it noted that in 1763 the above four women (with the hus- 
bands of three) claimed to be all the children and coheirs of 
Thomas Williams. They were: 

I. Anne Williams, who m. at First Church, New London, 
17 May 1744, Jethro Smith [Bailey, 2-20]. 

II. Sarah Wliams, who m. at First Church, New London, 
22 May 1744, P Strickland | Bailey, 2-20]. Peter Strickland, 
son of Thomas, and Sarah Williams, daughter of Thomas, mar- 
ried 22 May 1745 [New London Vital Records, 3-59]. Sarah 
Williams, daughter of Thomas, had been baptized 21 June 1741, 
on the same day as her future husband, both as adults or 
adolescents [Later History of the First Church, p. 507}. 

III. Joanna Williams, who m. Joshua Bolles. 
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IV. Merey Williams, baptized as child of Thomas, 10 Aug. 
1729 [Later History of the First Church, p.. 491]. Jonathan 
Dodge of Colchester and Merey Williams of New London were 
married 7 Nov. 1744 [Colchester Vital Records, 1-37, 140]. The 
gravestone of Mercy wife of Jonathan Dodge at Salem, Conn., 
states that she died 3 Aug. 1802 in her 76th year |New Eng. H. 
and G. Register, 80-188], which places her birth in 1726-7. 
This makes her two or three years old at baptism, and seventeen 
or eighteen at marriage. She is the only proved child of Thomas 
Williams by his third wife, the other three above being appar- 
ently by the second wife. 


This account, based on the records cited, is quite different 
from what has been stated heretofore in print.

son then my will is that that one son shall have the said five 
pounds more than the rest and if neither my sister nor any child 
of hers be living then my will is that fifty pounds in like currant 
money shall be paid to the imediate child or children of my Aunt 
Elizabeth Clubbs of Pemers [?] Parish in the County of Kent 
in Old England ete. 
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In case none of these forementioned Relations appear within 
seaven years time from the day of the date hereof, the above 
mentioned money shall return to my Executrix ete. 

To Joseph Love, Gunner’s Mate of his Majestys Rose ffriggat, 
£10. 

Rest and residue to wife Mary Love her heirs and assigns 
forever or to her children or grandchildren. Wife to be 
executrix. 

Witnesses: John Wincoll, John Emerson, W™ Plaisteed. 

Dated 25 Nov. 1687.

Ill. Ackerly-Fordham, Long Island 
By Hersert Smiru, Esq., of Washington, D. C. 


Elizabeth Benning, who married Rev. Robert Fordham (vide 
GENEALOGIST, ante, 13-67), may be the Elizabeth Benning men- 
tioned in Hotten’s Lists, p. 71, as to be transported to the Barba- 
does and St. Christophers, 27 Apr. 1635. 

The article on the Fordham Family stated (13-75) on the 
authority of N. Y. Hist. Soc., Wills, 5-289, 290, that Hannah 
Fordham, b. 19 July 1707, married Samuel Akerly. This error 
originated with Pelletreau who as editor annotated the will of 
Samuel Akerly. This Samuel (Benjamin®, Sumuel?, Robert*) 
married first, in the First Church in Huntington, N. Y., 1 Jan. 
1726/7, Rachel Udall, and second, 3 Oct. 1751, Hannah Wickes, 
widow; and Samuel died in 1759, his will being made and pro- 
bated that year. 

In Liber B of deeds at Riverhead, N. Y., page 325, there is a 
quiteclaim from Hannah Akerly of Brookhaven dated 30 Mar. 
1756; she was then a widow, and released all her right in the 
home-lot of her brother Alexander Fordham. This identifies 
her as of Brookhaven, as the daughter of Joseph and Mary 
(Maltby) Fordham, and as widow of an Akerly three years 
before her alleged husband Samuel died. 

Who then was the husband of Hannah Fordham? The late 
Orville B. Ackerly collected considerable data pertaining to his 
ancestry, much of it from family documents. Although unable 
to submit proof, I have it on the authority of Mr. Ackerly, and 
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believe it to be correct, that Ebenezer* Akerly (Robert*®, Sam- 
uel*, Robert'), who died 19 Feb. 1756-7, married Hannah Ford- 
ham, and had two children: (1) Stephen, b. 19 Aug. 1742, d. 
13 June 1794, m. his cousin Dorothy Akerly, b. 7 Dee. 1744, d. 
26 Jan. 1842, aged 98, daughter of Nathaniel* (Robert®, Samuel’, 
Robert!) and Dorothy (Tooker) Akerly; among their children 
were Ebenezer, grandfather of Mr. Orville B. Ackerly, and 
Ruth, from whom the writer descends. (2) Hannah, who mar- 
ried Benjamin Smith.

Mrs. Ljungstedt continues her series of southern genealogical 
items in these attractive pamphlets. No. 3 contains nearly 500 
records of soldiers in the Colonial wars and in the Revolutionary 
War. The references are to court records, largely of Virginia, 
with some of Maryland, West Virginia and Kentucky. The 
names are in alphabetical order. No. 4 continues the items of 
relationship from Maryland inventories, with an index to 
decedents in this pamp!:iet and also an index to those in No. 1. 

The making accessible of these important documentary sources 
by means of printed abstracts is an important service which 
Mrs. Ljungstedt has long rendered. It is a pity that so large a 
proportion of the large number of people who are engaged in 
tracing their ancestry prefer to have their genealogy dished out 
in predigested form. In consequence, they too often rely on 
compilations issued by commercial firms or by avocatives of little 
more experience than themselves. But the world moves, and 
knowledge does increase, and by gradual stages more and more 
inquirers learn the importance of the primary sources—vital sta- 
tistics, church records, probate and land records, so many of 
which have been made available in printed form through the 
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unselfish efforts of record searchers like Mrs. Ljungstedt. Public 
and semi-public genealogical libraries, which lack funds to buy 
everything published, would do well to specialize in such source 
material, even at the sacrifice of not placing on their shelves all 
the family histories that are issued. —D. L. J. 


Stewart Clan Magazine. Editor, George Edson, 1307 High Street, Bea- 
trice, Neb. Price: $2.00 a year. 


This little monthly magazine is now in its fourteenth volume. 
It might be supposed that a magazine printing only four, or 
occasionally eight, pages a month, would not have placed in 
print any large amount of material; but ‘‘steady does it,’’ and 
the fact is that over 740 closely printed pages of Stewart data 
have been published. 

Even at that, Mr. Edson will need three or four lifetimes to 
dig up and print complete statistics of the numerous Stewart 
and Stuart families. His material is drawn in part from his 
own researches or those of others, and in part from family 
records contributed by descendants. Mr. Edson has te pass 
editorially on the material published, and while no work of this 
magnitude and drawn from such diverse sources can be made 
100% perfect, he is to be commended for preserving so much 
Stewart data, for his care and devotion as an editor, and for the 
unique style of this family magazine. 

The publication of a family history invariably brings letters 
from descendants who have additions and vorrections to offer. 
Serial publication, besides being easier to finance, has the advan- 
tage that as the work proceeds additional data, and if need be 
corrections, may be published. It has not the finality of a single 
bound volume. This form of publication is gaining steadily in 
favor. 

We trust Mr. Edson may be spared to add many volumes to 
the Stewart Clan Magazine. D. L. 


The English Ancestry of Anne Marbury Hutchinson and Katherine Mar- 
bury Scott. By Meredith B. Colket, Jr., with the collaboration of Edward 
N. Dunlap, A.B., M.S. The Magee Press, Philadelphia, 1936. Cloth, 
octavo, 60 pp., indexed. Price (subject to change) $5.00; order from Mr.

The career of Mrs. Anne Hutchinson, with its tragic ending, 
and her historical importance, make this book of more than 
genealogical interest. It is, however, a genealogical study of her 
ancestry, containing much original data on the Marbury family 
in England. Her descent is traced from ten of the Magna 
Charta sureties, which brings in incidentally her two proved 
descents from King Edward I. A documented account is given 
of the life of ‘Anne’s father, Rev. Francis Marbury; a chapter 
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on the interesting Blount ancestry is included; and information 
is given concerning the Marburys of Bedfordshire and the 
probable ancestry of Francis Marbury of Maryland. 

Although much has appeared in print heretofore relating to 
the Marbury genealogy, this book is by far superior to the earlier 
accounts. It presents new material; it corrects some errors 
which have been made in the past; and, most important, it is 
based on a careful and conscientious study of the best sources. 

The volume should be of interest, not only to descendants of 
William Hutchinson and Richard Scott, but also to descendants 
of two other colonists, William Wentworth and Christopher 
Lawson, who, through their Marbury grandmother, share the 
Marbury and Blount ancestry set forth therein. It is a pleasure 
to recommend », documented monograph of this type to all gene- 
alogical libraries. The format is attractive, the binding strong; 
printed label on the front cover, no title on the narrow 
back-strip. —D. L. J.

Wanted: The parents and 
line of descent of Erastus Adkins, born Feb. 5, 1785, and of his 
wife Ruth Dunham, born August 9, 1799, who were married 
Sept. 10, 1815. Their children, born probably in Noble County, 
Indiana, were Isaac, Mary, Erastus, Bowen, Elizabeth, Edolphis 
(Adolphus), Anna, Otis, Ruth and Emily Jane. 

(b) PARKE-GORE. Wanted: The parentage and line of 
descent from Robert Parke of MARY PARKE, born 1738, died 
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April 11, 1806; married in 1765 to Daniel Gore® (Daniel', 
Obadiah*, Samuel*, Samuel*, John!) who was born April 13, 
1746, died Sept. 3, 1809. They were of Preston where they were 
married probably before removing to Wyoming Valley where 
Lieut. Gore lost an arm in the Battle of Wyoming Valley. The 
birth date of Mary Parke perhaps should be corrected. She had 
a brother Asa Parke.—C. L. T. 


ANSWERS 

130. (a) STARK. Members of a man’s family often wit- 
nessed his deeds in the early colonial period, and it would be 
unsafe to assume that a wife could not do so. 

(b) STARK. The expression ‘‘my now wife’’ is often 
taken to imply the existence of a previous wife. Often it did, 
but not always. It was a common expression in legal documents, 
and sometimes was inserted by scribes and notaries merely for 
the sake of being specific. Suppose that a man made unusually 
liberal provision in his will for his wife, the only wife he had 
ever had, and the mother of his children. He or his scribe would 
feel that this provision should not apply in the event that his 
wife died and he married again and neglected to change his will 
before his own death. The expression, ‘‘my now wife,’’ pro- 
vided against such a future contingency. If it oceurred, the 
second wife could not inherit under a clause of that kind, since 
she was not the ‘‘now’’ wife at the time the will was made, and 
would have to be satisfied with her legal dower, or with what 
provision may have been made in a marriage contract. These 
contracts or prenuptial agreements were common when a wid- 
ower married a widow. I have often seen the phrase, ‘‘my now 
wife,’’ in documents signed by men who, so far as the records 
show, had never been married but once. Its interpretation must 
depend on a consideration of all known factors in each case of 
use, and it should not be too readily assumed that it implied the 
existence of a former wife. 


AXTELL AND BUCKINGHAM IN ENGLISH RECORDS 


[Through the kindness of a subscriber, we are permitted to make public 
the following wills of the Axtell family. The Buckingham baptisms are 
my own discovery.—D. L. J.] 


In the list of persons and estates misdated 1643 in Hoadley’s 
New Haven Colony Records (vol. 1, p. 91), and assigned to the 
year 1641 by the historian Atwater (it must belong to a still 
earlier date, probably 1639), we find Nath: Axtell listed with a 
family of one (himself) and an estate of £500. The three names 
above his own were Tho: Buckingham, Rich: Miles, and Tho: 
Welch. The two Pruddens were listed a few names further 
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down. This suggests that he belonged with Prudden’s group of 
Hertfordshire men who were among the first settlers of Milford 
in 1639 or 1640. 

Nathaniel Axtell made a will 17 Aug. 1639, shortly before 
departing from England, and a brief abstract of this will was 
printed many years ago in the New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register. An independent abstract is printed 
below. 

It appears that Axtell arrived in New Haven (then called 
Quinnipiack) in the latter part of 1639, and that on 27 Jan. 
1639/40 he made a will just before returning to England, which 
was left in the hands of Goodman Miles to dispose of what 
estate he left in New Haven; this will was proved in New Haven 
on 5 Mar. 1639/40, but is not in existence [New Haven Colony 
Records, vol. 1, p. 31]. It is likely that Axtell died on the eve 
of departure, as his death was known here before it was in 
England. His English will was not proved until 12 June 1640. 

The wills presented below prove that Nathaniel Axtell of New 
Haven was son of an earlier Nathaniel Axtell, a yeoman of 
Shenley, Hertfordshire, who died in 1625 and by his wife Anne 
(died 1633) had the following children: 

i. William, of London Colney, Shenley, d. 1625; m. Anne Ewer, dau. 
of Abel Ewer, and had a child, probably the William Axtell 
named in grandmother Anne Axtell’s will. 


ii. Joane, m. Daniel Nichols and had six children. 
iii. Nathaniel, of New Haven, d. 1640. 


iv. Joseph. 

v. Thomas, had daughters Ann and Margaret. 
vi. Ann. 
vii. Sara. 


viii. Daniel. 

Thomas Axtell of Sudbury, Mass., came from a Hertfordshire 
family, but was not the brother of Nathaniel of New Haven. 

The most interesting feature of the Axtell wills is that 
Nathaniel Axtell of New Haven gave £10 to Thomas Bucking- 
ham of ‘‘Queen Epioth’’ [New Haven], as well as £5 to his 
pastor, Mr. Peter Prudden; and that Thomas Buckingham wit- 
nessed the will of the elder Nathaniel Axtell in 1625. It may 
have been an older Thomas Buckingham, perhaps the father of 
the colonist of New Haven and Milford, who witnessed the 1625 
will. Intimacy, if not relationship, is indicated between the 
Axtell and Buckingham families in England. 

Minsden is a village in Hertfordshire about four miles north 
of King’s Walden, original home of Rev. Peter Prudden. The 
Bishop’s Transcripts of the parish registers of Minsden contain 
the following Buckingham items: 

Adam, s. Adam, bapt. 12 Nov. 1621. 
Thomas, s. Adam, bapt. 7 Dec. 1623. 


Hannah, dau. Thomas, bapt. 20 Apr. 1634. 
Thomas, s. Thomas, bapt. 26 May 1636. 
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There are several gaps in the Minsden register, particularly 
between 1626 and 1632. Thomas Buckingham the colonist had 
a daughter Hannah born in England, also a son Thomas born in 
New England. If he was father of the Hannah and Thomas 
who were baptized at Minsden, as seems not unlikely, the son 
Thomas baptized in 1636 died young.
